Entry 
by proxy may bemade at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties Six months residengg upon 
und cultivation of the Iand infeach of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on # 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence ix 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead BT. (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 60 
acres extra ciftivation, The area of 
cultivation is Ae i to reduction in case 
of rough, serubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre.
